Status of the Application 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of the amendment received 10/04/07. Claims 2-42 are 
pending in this application with claims 2-7, 9-32 and 42 are withdrawn. Claims 8, 34, 38 were 

amended and claim 42 was newly presented (and withdrawn) in the amendment received
